Onr Debt To Others. 

There is one teaching of inci- 
dents which has formed the 
basis of reoent Sunday school 
lessons, that we may do well to 
emphasize. Paul having assur- 
ance ot his own safety from the 
storm on Adria, in that be must 
needs be Bent to preach Jesus at 
Rome, is not content with his 
own safety.

Our evident faith may infuse 
life as really as the transfusion of 
blood can do it, Our sympathy, 
our seeking subjects fit to be re- 
lieved and then relieving them. 
Our simply clinging to duty un- 
swervingly, as examples of stead- 
fastness.

wicked Bible in^each language. 

The "Vinegar" Bible was 
printed in 1717, ard is so called 
from the headline of Luke XX, 
which is made to read: "The 
parable of the vinegar." instead 
of "the parable of the vineyard." 
The printer of the edition was 
one John Basket, of Oxford, and 
from its many errors in spelling 
and punctuation it was some- 
times called "a Basket full of 
errors." 

The "Eel-pot" Bible was the 
edition translated by Eliot for 
the Indians. Describing by the 
sign ot crossing his finger what 
he thought would represent the 
"lattice- work" through which 
the mother of Sisera cried 
(Judges v. 27,) be asked the In- 
dians the proper word tor it, and 
they gave him one, which he in- 
serted in bis translation, suppos- 
ing, of course, it was right. But 
when be became more fully ac- 
quainted with their language, he 
found he had made the passage 
read : "The mother of Sisera 
looked out at a window aud 
cried through the eel-pots," in- 
stead of "lattice." — Exchange. 


Old Editions of the Bible. 

Queer titles have been given 
to some old editions of the Bi- 
ble. The "Bug" Bible was 
printed in London in 1551, and 
received its nick-name from the 
tact that the Psalm xci. 5, was 
translated, "Thou shall not need 
to be afraid for any Buggee by 
night," instead of as in our ver- 
sion, "Afraid for the terror by 
night." 

The "Breeches" Bible was 
printed iu Geneva, in 1560, and 
is so called from Genesis* Hi. 7, 
being translated, "They sewed 
tig leaves together and made 
themselves breeches," instead of 
aprouB as in our version. 

The "Treacle" Bible was is- 
sued in 1581, and in it Jer, viii. 
25, reads, "Is there no treacle in 
Gilead," etc., instead of balm. In 
1609 this word was changed to 
"rosin," and so came the name 
of the "Rosin" Bible. In 1611 
this last word was chauged for 
"balm," as now. 

The "He" Bible printed in 
1611, takes its name from an er- 
ror in Ruth iii. 15, "He meas- 
ured six measures of barley and 
laid it on her, and he went into 
the city," when the words should 
have been "she went into the 
city," etc, 

Tbe "Wicked" Bible was 
printed in 1684, and was so 
named from its omitting the 
word "not" from the Seventh 
Commandment, making it read 
"Thou shalt commit adultery;" 
and this extraordinary omieeion 
occurred again in a German edi- 
tion of 1782; so there was a

nothing is fit for food that does 
not contain a large percentage of 
water. And for a large propor- 
tion of diseases from which men 
sutler, water is the most prompt 
and efficient remedy. In cases 
of croup, colic, neuralgia, con- 
gestion, sore throat, or rheuma- 
tism, there is probably nothing 
which will so promptly relieve 
distress aud dangerous symptoms 
as pure hot water. In fevers na- 
ture cries out tor water with un- 
utterable desire; and it is often 
the only remedy which can sat- 
isfy and relieve the Bufferer. 

Water, as the medium through 
which life is communicated and 
sustained, is a roost fitting em- 
blem of the Spirit of the Lord, 
which falls like rain upon the 
thirsty soul, which abides within 
like a well of water springing 
up into everlasting life, and 
which like riversot living water, 
flows forth to satisfy the long- 
ings of a dying world. The 
Savior says, "if any man thirst, 
let him come unto me and 
drink; he that belie vet h on me, 
as the Scripture hath said, out 
ot him shall flow rivers ot living 
water."
